400 Engineers To Make 


Nicaraguan Canal Survey 


Washington—UP)—A. picked engin- 


eering battalion numbering 400 offi- 
cers and men today was ordered by 
Secretary Good to duty In the central 
American jungle to survey the route 
of the proposed $1,000,000,000 Nicara- 
guan canal. 


Upon the report of these engineers 


largely will depend the decision of 
the American government as to whe- 
ther it shall undertake the stupend- 
ous task of constructing 
a canal 


stretching 1S3 miles through tropical 
mountains and forests from the At- 
lanfc to the Pacific oceans. Govern- 
ment engineers estimate it would re- 
quire 10 years to complete the pro- 
ject, which would give the United 
States, with the Panama Canal, two 
of the most' important waterways in 
the world. 


Selected from tho best of the 


army's engineering forces, units that 
go to make up the battalion are be- 
ing outfitted to remain in the jungle 
region fcr two years, the estimated 
Urns needed for the work. 


The survey wac approved by con- 


gress last spring when It was 
brought t» it* attention that the 


Panama Canal with Its present facil- 
ities probably would be overburdened 
soon if the annual tonnage continued 
to increase. The commercial tonn- 
age that passed through the canal in 
1928, 
exclusive of government ves- 


sels, amounted to 
29,000.000 tons, 


while the capacity is not greatly in 
excess of 30,000,000. 


The work will be supervised by 


the Interocean Canal board, consist- 
ing of five military and civilian en- 
gineers appointed1 by President Hoo- 
ver. The board members arc Major 
General Edgar Jadwin, retired, form- 
er chief of army engineers; Sidney B. 
Williamson of Xew York; Dr. Anson 
Marston of Ames, Iowa: Frank M. 
Williams of Albany, X. y., and Major 
Ernest Graves, retired. •

The 
plowing of fire breaks and anticipat- 
ed showers were expected to bring it 
under control soon. It has burned 
over nearly 12,000 acres, mostly 
around Lakewood.

were infernos of Same •Tuesday, last 
night were changed to steaming cald- 
rons as the rain fell. 


On the peninsula, there was elation 


as fires in virgin Ontonagon and 
Baraga-co timber were believed halt- 
ed.

PEACE IN THE FAR EAST 


China and Russia have decided not- 


to fight after all. To the general sur- 
prise^ China receded from its extreme 
position and conceded the Soviet de- 
mand for restoration o£ the Chinese 
Eastern railway to a status quo ante 
as a -preliminary condition to con- 
ference for peaceful'settlement of the 
Manchurian railway dispute. 
This 


means that the Russian manager will 
be reinstated or a new one appointed 
in hfs place and that Russian employes 
will return to their posts. The Soviet 
on its part has agreed to stop entirely 
propaganda through its railroad foot- 
ing in,Manchuria* 
Since it was this 


propaganda which precipitated Chinese 
expulsion of the Russians, the agree- 
ment for general negotiations would 
seem to rest on a fair basis. 


How the negotiations will end no 


one can predict, but the trouble has re- 
vealed an evident purpose on the, part 
of China to rid itself of the Russian in- 
fluence and' menace in Manchuria. 
Whether this can be obtained peaceful- 
ly by purchase of the Chinese Eastern 
railway under an option which China 
possess'es, or whether it is1 to^be accom- 
plished by force is for the future to 
determine.' In all probability the solu- 
tion will be peaceful. 


Ten- years ago and certainly twenty 


years ago an issue like that which 
caused China JCnd Russia" to sever dip- 
lomatic telations. would have produced 
war. , JjPoday;'w|(fy on a'-Jarge scale 
which menaCe^^-tn^ general'-, peace has 
become ;|xCe£dYngly difficult0," The de- 
^raahds f^rr-pe^ce^and the machinery 
with which to' maintain and enforce it 
have become so powerful as to be al- 
most irresistible. Militarists, Isolation- 
ists and super-nationalists -still pooh- 
pooh the efficacy of, treaties, agree- 


> ments and agencies created in 
the 


cause of peace, but the fact remains 
that they are proving their value and 
are preventing wars/It is due precisely 
to this atmosphere and situation that 
war 'has been averted between China 
and Russia.

Morgan and Company, woki-h 
through Thomas Cochran, a Morsan partner, 
helped organize Standard Brands. Inc. 


Coffee and coffee substitutes, coconut, choco- 


late, salad dressing, salt, baking powder, washing 
powder, syrup, starch, gelatin, breakfast foods, 
and cake flour are products gathered together 
under the mythical banner of the General Fodo 
corporation, which .grew out of the Postum com- 
pany. 


Clgarets, cigars, pipes, safety razors, canned 


foods, soda fountains and automatic vending ma- 
chines are the wares of tho United Stores cor- 
poration, born of the chain tobacco stores. 


The stock of Standard Brands is valued at 


more than $475.000.000, that of the General Food 
corporation at $375,000,000 and that of the United 
Stores at $160,000,000, a grand total of well over 
51.000,000,000. 


The newest of these enterprises is United Stores, 


•which recently acquired control of Tobacco Prod- 
ucts corproatlon.

\ CONTINENTAL CONGRESS .„ 


On'§e;pt. 5, 1774, the first Continental Congress 


met in ^Carpenter Hall, Philadelphia. 


Fifty-five delegates, representing all of the 


colonies, except Georgia, attended the first as- 
sembly. They represented a population of 2,200,- 
000. 
\ 


Resolutions from various sections of the coun- 


try, stating1 their wrongs, were presented to the 
congressmen and a petition to the British king 
(tho declaration of rights and grievances) was 
ordered, assuring him that by abolishing the 
system of laws and regulations of which the col- 
onies complained, harmony would be restored. 


"We ask but for peace.' liberty and safety," 


the petition stated. "We wish not a diminution of 
the prerogative, nor do we solicit the grant of 
any new_rlght in our favor. Your royal authority 
over us and our connection with Great Britain 
we shall always carefully and zealously endeavor 
to support and maintain." 


The resolutions bound the colonies to a com- 


mon "resistance to acts of force against all, or 
any one of them. The representatives agreed that 
another congress should be held within a month 
unless the redress of grievances which they de- 
sired was obtained before that time. 


The first Continental Congress adjourned Oct. 


26, after a secret session of 51 days.

en. But this water has an unpleas 
ant odor. Is there any way to deodor 
izo it? It looks black. It is rain wa 
ter. The cistern holds a hundred bar 
rels. It seems a shame not to be able 
to use it.

Answer—Copper sulphate is per 


haps the best thing to deodorize the 
water. Dissolve two ounces of cop 
per sulphate in a pall of the water 
and mix it in thoroly with all th 
water In the cistern.

His selection by President Hoover 


as chairman of the republican nation- 
al committee came as a surprise. He 
s totally unlike any other who ev- 
er held the post. In the first place, 
he Is one of the few members of the 
medical profession ever to hold high 
political office. And he Is one of the 
oldest men ever to head a national 
committee. 


Dr. Work was a practicing physi- 


cian 25 years before he entered poli- 
tics. For 20 years he was connected 
with the Woodcrof t hospital for men- 
tal diseases, which he founded, at 
Pueblo, Colo. He Is a past president 
of the American Medical association 
and the American Medico-Psychologi- 
cal society. 


During the war he supervised the 


medical features of the draft and now 
holds a commission as colonel in the 
army reserve corps. 
It was from the lips of Dr. Work 


that newspapermen first learned of 
President Harding's illness. He was 
with Harding to the end, lending his 
skill to that of the -White House phy- 
sicians. 


Through his whole career as a pub- 


lic official the "doctor" in him has 
come to the front. Here is one of 
tho remarks typical of him: 
... But the colorings of vice are 


pathologic, and morals, like diseased 
tissues under the microscope, are 
more- apparent than stained." 


IS WELL NAMED 


Born "a son of farmer parents. Dr. 


Work, spent all of his youth on a 
farm In Pennsylvania. The Works 
were not wealthy, and it was with 
money saved from odd jobs that he 
sent himself through 
college and 


medical school. 


He has never been known to have 


a favorite diversion unless it is to 
work and to havo those associated 
with him do. tho same. It is his 
vocation, his hobby, his life. 


There are few men more cordial 


than Dr. Work. It is easy for him 
to make friends wherever he goes 
and easier for him to hold them. 
President Coohds* was his warm per- 
sonal friend and often relied on Dr. 
Work for advice. 


Now past 69 years of age, he could 


easily pass as a man 10 or 15 years 
younger. He looks forward to re- 
tirement and has emphatically stat- 
ed that ho is not In the field for pub- 
lic ,orficc. 


After his-retirement as chairman 


of the republican committee he plans 
i to remain In Washington for a while 
and then g* to the Rocky mountains 
ior a long rest.

The original pro- 
posal of a 45 miles per hour limit 
having been stricken at the request 
c! the czecutl-.c. He and traffic ex- 
perts considered the provision for 
prosecution of reckless drivers ample 
to handle cases of excessive speed. 
The 1926 law was 40 miles per hour, 
and then the 1927 legislature at- 
tempted to raise the limit to 43 miles 
per hour the law was found to be 
Improperly worded.

value of aweet clover and whey as 
hog feed, and how any farmer may 
make considerable money on the side 
with very little labor and expense. 


Next acason, Mr. Powers may try 


fattening another lot of hogs on 
sweet clover and hay. but it his 
stand of sweet clover fails to sur- 
vive the winter, ho may try. rape in 
the place of sweet clover. 
Sweet 


clover is almost a positive crop in 
the soil of the town of Bovlna, how- 
ever, and for that reason Mr. Pow- 
ers may have no occasion to try 
rape. The advantage of rape Is that 
It makes a splendid pasture for the 
hog lot and may be seeded any 
month of the spring or summer. Af- 
ter a few weeks growth, rape will 
supply an abundance of good pas- 
ture for the balance of the season. 
Sweet clover Is the better pasture 
but cither is a splendid substitute 
for weeds in the hoc lot. 


Mr. Powers pastured 11 head of

Ming heard the roar of revolt In the 
proud principality of. Monaco. Prince 
Louis II Is liable to lose his Job as 
ruler unless he has a break In bis 
luck. 
. 
The people of Monaco want re- 


forms and unless the get them they 
threaten this .romantic little state 
with such cold democratic institu- 
tions as a referendum and a repub- 
lic. Prince Louis has found his .re- 
gal seat here so shaky that bo has 
taken up residence in Paris and Is 
defying his subjects. 
TROUBLE BEGAN LAST FALL 
The relations between 
Prince 


Louis and his people became serious- 
ly strained last autumn when the 
people protested against the.Prince's 
support of the Societe des Balne de 
Mer. which owns the Casino and con- 
trols the gambling. Louis gets a fat 
cut out of the gambling receipts and 
the liberal privileges he grants. His 
luck has always been good. Although 
tils principality Is small, he has been 
able to rule with complete power, al- 
ways careful, as he Is." to remain 
very friendly with the Republic of 
France. 
•. 


But the break In the luck at Monte 


Carlo has not been eo good during 
the past few years for the people of 
Monaco. The famous resort has lost 
much of Its popularity *».nd fashion- 
able visitors to the Cote d'Azure 
have been giving their time and 
money to neighboring places, such 
as Nice, Cannes, and Juan les Pins. 
The people of Monaco, whose'busi- 
ness and yrosperlty depend largely 
on the popularity of Monte Carlo, 
have been suffering from what they 
call the neglect of the Societe des 
Balnes de Mer. They want reforms 
that will bring Monte Carlo its old 
flare, but these reforms mean heavy 
expenditures ^vhIch the. Societe is 
not ready to make.' Prince Louis Is 
getting his all right, 'so he doesn't 
want to disturb the Societe. 


Recently.,the Council of Monaco 


passed the 'following resolution: '. 


"Seeing that Prince Louis II has 


utterly failed to make good . his 
promises made six month?"ago, and 
that he has refused to meet .three 
delegations which have traveled to 
Paris .to.discuss the matter with 
him, thls.Councll.desIres to make one 
last appeal to His.,T$lghness to rec- 


tify the losses and injuries of his 
>eople. - 


"And that, falling such rectlflca- 
ions. or falling his return to Monaco. 
:his Council decides to put the fol- 
lowing vote to a referendum of the 
citizens of Monaco: 


"Are you.or are you not in favor 


of Prince Louis II abdicating and the 
'ormatlon of a republic allied to 
France? 


"And 
by this referendum this 


Council will abide."' 


Louis made 
concessions to his 


people some months ago after a 
comic opera storming of his majestic 
pal&ce on the picturesque hill over- 
looking tuo ilcuiteiraneon. That la. 
It-was comic to Riviera visitors, but 
not to Louis. He ordered out his 
home guards with their Chocolate 
Soldier uniforms, gaudy strappings, 
plumes and swords—they have for 
years constituted one of the Eights 
of Monte Carlo. 


A surge of irate humanity, 50 or 


so strong, rushed the gales, slapped 
some of the soldiers in the face and 
tipped over others, getting 
their 


pretty uniforms all muddy. Before 
such an attack the guardsmen fled 
in disorder, desperately brushing off 
their clothes. 


BROKE HIS PROMISES 


Louis made his concessions, re- 


placed some of the uniforms, 
and 


hurried off to Paris. His decision 
now not to live up to these- con- 
cessions has caused the crisis. He 
has virtually rejected the 
ultima- 


building and transferred to the .race- 
ways. 
At the state game farm in Penin- 


sula 'state' park,' Door county, the 
commission approved plans for en- 
larging the capacity to take care of 
10,000 birds next year.

that the little ivory ball will .go 
clicking merrily on, whatever hap- 
pens to- Louis.
